Thin thraofold —thod of supply has 
bo 00— so oun her sc— as to lnpolr seriously tha adniniatration of-tha 
Control IntaUlfonoo droop, and la tenoning an lnportant throat to tha 
sonority of its operations.

To adnfcdster those funds, it is pro¬ 
posed to oetabUah a apaoial working fund, — provided for in Sootion 
601 of tha Aot of Juno JO, 1932 (47 Stat. 417). This fund will be, for 
r ecord p urpos es , in the War Papartnant, hot, with tha approval of tha 
Secretary of lar, its adniniatration and fiaoal aupor v i aion will be 
—laly by offloars of tha Central Intelligence droup. Upon tha estab¬ 
lish—nt of aueh a sorting fund, it ia proposed, in addition to 00—it- 
ting such funds of our respective Popart—nta for adadsdstretlon by tha 
Central Intelligence droop, to delegate to the Director of Control In¬ 
telligence or his authorised representatives tha —oaaaary authorities 
for the adniniatration of those funds, for parson—1 actions, for 
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proonronont of oquipnrat and aopplloa, and for tha oartifioatioa of,
